The Missouri Pacific Offi- 
cials Assert Their Au- 
thority To-Day. 


Detectives Take the Place of 
strikers as Watchmen at 
the Machine Shops. 


The Missouri Pacific to Attempt 
to Resume Traffic To- 
Morrow. 


An Immense Freight Blockade on 
Both Sides of the River. 


How the Big Strike is Affecting Local Busi- 
ness—Beef Famine Threatened—Strikers’ 
Meetings To-Day—General Superintendent 
Kerrigan as a Fireman—The Situation at 
Dallas, Fort Worth, Sedalia and Other 
Points—Latest Details of the Great Strike. 


Unchanged. This word practically sums up 
the situation to-day as regardsthe great rail- 
road strike on the Gould South western system. 
The developments ofthe past twenty-four 
hours have been few and not 
startling. Over 10,000 Knights of Labor 
are out on the entire system, 
and from 4,000 to 5,000 other employes have 
been suspended by the road managers during 
the continuance of the labor revolt. 80 
far the Knights have exhibited a 
determination to refrain from disturbances 
or any efforts that might lead to violence 
in a manner which is creditable to the organi- 
zation. From one point only is there a report 
of trouble and that comes from Fort Worth, 
Tex., where the strikers jumped on the engines 
and killed“ them, putting out the fires. The 

result was aslight scrimmage in which, how- 

ver, no one was spriously,hurt.The most im- 
portant rumor of the day ig the announce- 
ment that the Missouri Pacific will attempt 
to resume its freight traffic to-morrow, 
but the officials of the road refuse 
to say where they will find men to do the 
work. It seems, however, as ifthe attempt is 
to be made and then the critical point in the 
strike will be reached. A general order 
has been issued by Superintendent 
Kerrigan notifying all the men who 
voluntarily quit work on the 5th of March that 
they have been dropped from the list of 
the company's émployes, and their 
names stricken from the  pay-roll. 
The strikers were also called upon 
to vacate the company’s premises. This re- 
guest the Knights obeyed with alacrity, and 
the shops at Summit avenue are now -guarded 
by Detective Furlong and a force of im- 
provised police. The regular meetings of the 
Knights at Euterpe Hall have been held as 
usual, and numerous proselytes were ini- 
tiated into the labor organization. 
Passenger trains are running regularly and 
no interference it now seems is contemplated 
with them. The freight blockade, 
however, is becoming very serious. 
and business men are coniplaining loudly of 
the injury the strike inflicts upon their busi- 
ness. In East St. Louis the yards are almost 
bloeked with freight-cars, and in a day or two 
it will be impossible to do any switching. The 
cattle trade is suffering severely. A scarcity 
of coal is threatened, and a meeting was held 
this morning in East St. Louis to endeavor 
to reach an agreement us to 
shipping the coal from the mines 
which has entirely ceased for the present. 
Manufacturers are also suffering, as it is im- 
possible to move their products. 

A few more of the loyal employes have been 
suspended to-day in consequence of the stag- 
nation in railroad business caused by the 
strike. 

The orderly attitude of the Knights in St. 
Louis is equalled by the conduct of the strikers 
atthe various towns along the railroad sys- 
tem. Fort Worthis the only place where a 
disturbance occurred, and it was very slight. 
At Sedalia, Kansas City, DeSoto, etc., all is 
quiet. At Palestine, Tex., the strikers are

In East St. Louis. 

The sityation at East St. Louis and with 
Bridge and Tunnel remained unchanged to- 
day. A switch engine pulled a freight car 
over the bridge this morning with supplies for 


the switch tower at Union Depot. 

About 9 o’clock an excited individual 
rushed up to Ir Depot and declared that 
the switchmen of all the roads on the Island 
had gone out, and that the yardmasters and 
clerks were doing the switching. This proved 
to be unfounded, and while it is true the men 
are still at work, they are very nervous and 
liable to join the strike at any moment. 

Everything is dead in the bridge yards over 
the river, and the only thing stirring is the oc- 
casional senger engine. 

There n some little apprehension felt among 
railway Officials over the presence of so many 
men, who are supposed to be Knights, on the 
Eastside. At least fifteen of them made appli- 
cation for free passage over the bridge this 
morning. It is inferred that they are emis- 
saries of the order, and have been sent out to 
give the boys the word on the other side of the

ut. 


At Union Depot. 

At Union Depot this morning all passenger 
trains were running except the accommoda- 
tion trains of the Missouri Pacific, and no 
effort was being made to handle them. There 


were fewer strikers about the depot to-day 
than there has been since the strike was in- 
augurated. They have been standing around 
the depotin groups all day * conversing 
among themselves, but for me reason 
only a few were to be seen about the oo 
to-day. Assistant Superintendent Stillwell and 
three yard masters were still making up the 
trains in the — A while at night they are 
helped by a couple of men sent them by the 
Knights of Labor. One of the officials of the 
depot said that the Knights were acting very 
nicely in the matter, and had treated the cor- 
poration as well as could be expected consia- 
ering the relations at present existing between 
them. The company had had an excellent force 
of men working for them, and he was sure the 
trouble arose on that account. Two trains 
each way are run on the Missouri Pacific daily, 
the morning and afternoon mails. They stop 
atall way stations and take on passengers 
just as the accommodation trains did. All the 
suburban passengers on the Missouri Pacino 
came in on the mail, which arrived here at 7 
o’clock this morning, and all those going out 
took the 9 o’clock west-bound mail 
train. All the Eastern trains are 
now bein turned on the e 
on the east side of the river, so that no switch - 
ing is required on this side. It is an easy mat- 
ter to turn the train over there, the 
engine merely changing from one end 
to the other and backing it across 
the bridge so that it can pull out again with- 
out any trouble of any kind. This relieves As- 
sistant Superintendent Stillwell and his as- 
sistants ofall work except the preparing of 
the west-Dound trains, and they can attend to 
that without much difficulty.

Will Resume Work To-Morroy. 
It was stated to-day, on the best of author- 
ity, that the Missouri Pacific Road would re- 
sume work to-morrow, or at least would 


make a Herculean attempt to do so. It 
was learned trom the same source that 
men to do the work will be taken from 
non-members of the Knights of Labor, but it 
is quietly stated that if there are any Knights 
who wish to return to work they can do so, 
but not as Knights. Whenthe reporter in- 
quired of an official as to where they were 
going to get new men evasive an- 
swers were received. One answer was: 
Look at the columns of your paper and see 
how many people are advertising to get places. 
That’s where we expect to getthem. You 
mark me, we will have any number of men in 
forty-eight hours after we let the world know 
we want them.’’ 

From the circular posted in the yards and 
signed by Mr. Kerrigan to-day,it would appear 
that all present employes were discharged.’’

Discharging Employes. 

There werean additional number of dis- 
affected employes of the Gould system sus- 
pended temporarily this morning, and to-

About 
ten went out of the general freight office, and 
probably five orsix willbe let out of the 
purchasing agent’s office to-night. At the 
shops the storekeepers’ clerks were notified 
to stop work this 1 In all 7 — 
125 additional men were let out this morning 
and to-day. 


The Effect on Business. 

The strike occupied nearly as much atten- 
tion from the merchants on Change to-day as 
the markets. Opinion on the subject is evenly 
divided for and against the _ strikers. 


While many of the merchants sym- 
pathize with the railroad employes, they 
question the wisdom of striking at this time 
and for the causes which have been given. 
„There are undoubtedly two sides the 
uestion,’’ said a prominent commission 
merchant, the one man power in the rail- 
road must be met by organization on the part 
of employes, but it is unfortunate that just at 
the opening ofthe spring trade this terrible 
blow should come on the city and country.’’ 
There is but one opinion on the subject of 
interference with business, and that is that in 
one way or anothar the ee on trade 
should be lifted.’

CORN AND WHEAT. 

The condition of the wheat market may be 
seen by the fact that only fifty-three 
cars were inspected to-day as against a 
daily average of 300 or 400 cars when 
there is noin rference. There is little or no 
buying, not only in the territory covered by 
the Southwestern system, but in other direo- 
tions owing to the uncertain feeling prevailing. 
Dealers are afraid to buy for fear of being 
left in the lurch by asudden stoppage on 
roads that are now open 50 that 
the movement in wheat may be con- 
sidered eer ay at a standstill. Corn 
is in just as bad, H not a worse fix because 
there is less corn on hand. RedmondCleary & 
Co., the largest dealers in corn in St. Louis have 
withdrawn from the market altogether. ‘‘I 
have simply quit buying,’’ said . Cleary, 
and I suppose the others will have to do the 
same thing. I have between 700 and 1,000 
car-loads of corn on the way here 
that I cannot touch. I have paid 
for most of it, and where the corn i3 or when 
I will get it in to realize on it, I do not know; 
80 1 had nothing to do but quit. One ot my 
men bought ten car-loads this morning, and 
I notified all of: them to quit. 
We receive from seventy-fivetp 100 car-loads 
a day generally, and the amount which I place 
somewhere on the road which is due me is a 
fair estimate.’’ 

The trouble with the corn is entirely in the 
supply because there is plenty of outlet for all 
the corn that can be obtained. The export 
trade will consume any amount. It 
is shipped by river to New Or- 
leans or to untington and thence to 
Newport News. All the corn now on hand can 
be disposed of easily and rapidly. It is esti- 
mated that there are about 500,000 bushels on 
hand, which will be exhausted in short order. 
Two convoys of five barges each will take away 
the entire supply. 

LEAD. 

The lead market, however, feels the depres- 
sion worse than any. The supply of lead for 
this city is obtained almost entirely from the 
Iron Mountain, or Chemical Lead Company, 
and hence the supply is most entirely cut 
off. The Missouri acific and the Iron 
Mountain Roads controlled the bulk ofthe 
lead trade. The Frisco carries a small 
amount, and also the Chicago & Alton, but 
this is only a drop in the bucket. The three 
largest lead concerns in this city, the Collier 
White Lead Company, with lead 
pipe works and shot tower, 
the Southern White Lead Company and the St. 
Louis Lead and Oil Company handle more lead 
than is handled in any other city in the Union. 
The average receipts are about 200 tons a 
day, but at present notaton aday is coming 
into the city. This means for the smaller 
‘concerns an immediate closing. The larger 
concerns usually keep a supply on 
hand for contingencies an can 
run for a short time. Mr. Houston of the 
Collier White Lead Company said that their 
works had sufficient stock on hand 
to keep them in 3 for ten 
days or a week. t is possible 
on an emergency to get a fair supply from 
Kansas oy by hauling six milesand shipping 
over the Chicago & Alton. John Wahl & Co. 
who handle some three-fourths of the lead 
which is sent to this city, have retiredjfor the 
time being. They have plenty of orders on 
hand but no way of filling them. ; 

THE ELEVATORS. 

The outlook for the elevators is gloomy. 
The three Central elevators, A, B, O, are 
completely tied up and can do nothing. The 
Merchants’ and the St, Louis have the Wabash 
to depend upon and can handle whatever 
comes to hand. The Wabash is 
doing only a light business because both 
the shippers and the railroad men are afraid 
to undertake too much. The Central has lit- 
tle wheat on hand, and the total amount in 
store on this and the other side of the river 
would reach probably a million and a quarter 
bushels.

STOCKS. 

There is very little weakening or fluctuation 
in the stock market.

Prices soe have not been seriously 
effected.It was thought at first that there would 
be a sharp advance and corn and oats 
did advance. This was because 
the general impression was that the supply 
being cut off the demand would be strong, but 
the demand territory was also cut off to a great 
extent and the two factors balanced each 
other. Wheat has fallen only about 1 cent. 

MANUFACTURERS. . 

The most serious outlook is probably that of 
the manufacturers whose supply of materials 
and coal is threatened. Few of the manu- 
ractories have supply enough to last them for 
many days and the shutting down which 
must follow a continued obstruction cannot 
but be disastrous to the manufactur- 
ers and employes. It will be attended 
by immense disaster consequent on 
stopping the furnaces and throwing 
thousands of persons out of employment, 
The coal problem is an important one, as it 
will be reduced to a matter of hauling overthe 
bridge or by boat. 

THE MEAT SUPPLY. 

Another serious matter is the meat supply, 
which threatens to run short and to produce 
something of a meat famine, unless the block- 
ade is broken. The pork people are doing 
little, only supplying immediate demands, 
and the fresh meat market, which must 
depend on a daily supply, is liable to be in a 
state of exhaustion in a brief time. The local 
supply cannot touch the demand, and a 
scarcety of fresh meat is unevitable. 

WHOLESALE TRADE. 

The wholesale merchants and jobbers, mugh 
of whose territory lies in the region touched 
by the Southwestern system, are among 
the worst sufferers. Their busy 
season has just opened and cannot but 
be seriously interfered with. 
ence, too, which will be felt long after the 
strike is over. Their customers are 
driven to other accessible points and 
there must be some ermanent loss. 
A merchant from Carthage, Mo., who is in the 
city for the purpose of buying a $20,000 order, 
said thathe would have to goto Chicago, as 
he could have his goods shipped from there 
to withinafew miles of Carthage and can 
have them hauled from that point. 

An opening to Texas points is offered by the 
Texas & Pacific, which connects with tne Hous- 
ton & Texas Central, the Gulf, Colorado & 
Santa Fe and the Southern Pacific, but all 
Missouri Pacific local business is at a stand- 
still and this is the business which has chiefly 
been worked up by the St. Louis merchants. 
The Missouri Pacific local covers nearly the 
entire territory of the St. Louis merchants in 
Arkansas and Texas.

CASUALTIES. 


A Vessel with All on Board Blown to Atoms. 


Boston, March 10.—The John Market, left 
her berth at T' wharf at 6:300’clock this 
morning and started down the harbor in 
search of vessels desiring her service. There 
was 4 large number of persons onthe wharf 
who watched the boat steam away. Just, as 
the boat arrived off Long Island, an explosion 
occurred on board, the noise of which was 
plainly audible in this city. The boat was 
blown completely to atoms and her crew 
of five men were instantly killed.

The boat was built in Philadelphia about 
twelve years ago, and plied in Philadelphia 
waters until eight or nine years ago, when she 
was bought by Capt. Nickerson, a man named 
Sprague and another person.

THE LABOR ELEMENT OF OHIO DEMANDING 
IMMEDIATE LEGISLATION. 


The Boycott Against Chicago Shoe Manu- 
facturers Employing Convict Labor—Five 
Thousand Spinners Out—Pittsburg Street 
Car Strike Averted—Labor News. 


CoLumBus, O., March 10,—The prominence 
the labor problem has attained by the strikes 
now in progress at Springfield and numerous 
other points in the country, is evinced in the 


proceedings of the Ohio Legislature, the whole 
of Tuesday being taken up in the discussion 
‘of bills in the interest of toilers. Both bills 
had been introduced jby the Hon. John Mo- 
Bride, President of the Ohio Miners’ Union. 
The first provided against the payment of 
wages to workmen in scrip, orders payable 
otherwise than in money, and _ requir- 
ing the Prosecuting e to 

force the same. Afte 

it was defeated, 

reconsidered and postponed until next Tues- 
day. The second provided that it shall be un- 
lawful for any person from a company or cor- 
poration doing business in this State to extort 
from any person seeking employment any 
contract or contracts for labor containing any 
pledge, stipulation or agreement er than 
stipulations and eements in reference to 
the kind of work to be performed, the price 
and times of payment therefor, the place and 
manner of performing said labor and the term 
of employment. Any person, firm, or com- 
pany, or corporation who shall require 
any person seeking employment to enter 
into any contract containing any agreement 
or stipulation not herein authorized, shall 
be guilty of misdemeanor and upon convic- 
tion shall be fined not less than $100, nor more 
than $300, and be imprisoned not less than 
twenty, nor more than sixty days in jail. It is 
understood that the bill had especial reference 
to the action of the Champion Machine Com- 
pany at Springfield, which, it is alleged, is re- 
quiring those desiring employment, to sign a 
statement that they have absolved themselves 
from all allegianceto the Knights of Labor. 
The consideration of the missive brought on 
a bitter debate, resulting in its postponement 
until March 8. 


The Shoe Boycott. 
CHICAGO, March 10.—Mr. MacFarland of M. 
D. Wells & Co., boot and shoe manufacturers, 
was asked what action his house would take in 


view of the raising of the. boycott against the 
three firms mentioned in these dispatches last 
night, He said he was greatly surprised at the 
turn matters had taken. He was not prepared 
to express an opinion on the matter or say 
what his house would do. No one ha 
approached him onthe subject, and he had, 
therefore, no opportunity to agree or disagree 
with the Knights. 

Mr. C. M. Henderson, of Henderson & Co., 
said: We would eee have gone in with 
the others in this thing, but nothing was said 
to us about it. We were not invited to the 
conference. I do not know the reason. We 
always had a prejudice against convict labor 
and did not begin to employ it until about 
three years ago. One of our convict labor 
contracts expires in a year anda half, and we 
have no intention of renewing it. We cannot 
throw up our contracts at once without the 
consent of the Pennsylvania and Missouri 
State authorities with whom they are made. 
If we can cancel them before they expire, we 
are willing to do so.’’ 

George Rodgers, Chairman of the Knights of 
Labor Executive Committee, which took part 
in the settlement, says a circular to all the as- 
semblies in the country would be issued, rais- 
ing the boycott onthe firms that signed the 
agreement, and seeking in every way possible 
to undo what had been done. To that circular 
would be added a postscript asking that all 
efforts be concentrated against the firms that 
hold out. 

When these firms which are holding out 
are ready to treat,’’ said he, ‘‘we will treat 
with them like gentiemen.’’ 


The Miners’ Troubles. 
PITTSBURG, PA., March 10.—A convention of 
the Miners’ and Laborers’ Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation of the Fourth District is now in ses- 
sion at Dubois, Pa., considering a proposal to 
demand an advance in wages of late per ton, 


and to adopt measures tointroduce the eight 
hour per day system. The ——= enerally 
favor making the demand an asabrt if it is 
refused they willstrike. They will use every 
means in their power, however, before resort- 
ing to this method, and have addressed 
a circular to the operators inviting them to 
meet the executive committee of the miners at 
Dubois, onthe 18th inst., to arrange matters 
satisfactorily to all parties. About four thou- 
sand miners are employed in the Fourth Dis- 
trict. A telegram from the Meyersdale district 
reports the miners still working, but likely to 
strike at any moment for theadvance. The 
Cumberland, Irwin, Clearfield and Huntin n 
miners are nearly all idle. As the Clearfield 
diggers have decided in favor of arbitration, 
it - thought the strike will be settled in that 
way. 


Willing to Compromise. 

CHICAGO, ILL., March 10.—Peter E. Stude- 
baker, of South Bend, Ind., was in the city 
last evening. In speaking of the strike at the 
works of the company he said there would be 
no attempt to fili the places of the strikers 
with outside men. For thirty years the firm 
had endeavored to please the workmen, and 
this last action of the men wasa perfect sur- 
prise. When it came to a question of arbitra- 
tion the firm was as willing as the men to effect 
a compromise. 


Five Thousand Spinners Out. 

Troy, N. Y., March 10.—The spinnersin the 
knitting mills at Cohoes, were ordered out 
this morning by the Knights of Labor, causing 
a general shut-down. The spinners claim that 


in the recent adjustment of wages they were 
not given a fair consideration. It looks like a 
long lock-out. About5,000 operators are in- 
terested. 


A Strike Averted. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., March 10.—The indications 
are that there will be no strike among the 
street car company’s employes. The men,who 
are thoroughly organized, are now engaged in 


formulating their demand on the different 
companies which will embra e twelve hours 
per day and $2 for wages. It is generally un- 
derstood that the directors will yield to these 
demands, but cannot do anything until form- 
ally notified. 


Submit to Arbitration. 
WoOBURN, Mass., March 10.—James Skinner 
& Co. have agreed to submit to arbitration the 
demands of their workmen. The price-list 


settled upon by the arbitrators will doubtless 
be accepted by the other shoe manufacturers 
vo aba thereby averting a strike of 2,000 em- 
ployes. .

MAXWELL WILL REJOICE. 


AN IMPORTANT LINK LOST FROM THE EVI- 
DENCE AGAINST PRELLER’S MURDERER. 


The Money-Belt Which Was Cut from Prell- 
er’s Body Mysteriously Disappears—A Quiet 
but Thorough Search Being Made for It. 


There isn’t much excitement noticeable in 
or around the Four Courts this morning in 
regard to any of the processes of justice that 
are at work within the structure, but there ig 
trouble and excitement in certain quarters 
which the parties thereto have been carefully 
carrying around and concealing beneath their 
vest fronts for the past two or three weeks. 
An important piece of testimony in the case of 
W.H. L. Maxwell, indicted for the murder of 
Chas. Arthur Preller, has disappeared, and 
quiet but thorough search for the missing arti- 
cle has been made ever since the fact of its dis- 
appearance was learned. The article has not 
been found. It is important because it is one 
of the strongest links in the chain of evidence 
that will be presented to prove Maxwell’s mo- 
tive for disposing of Preller. The lost link 


is the chamois money belt which Preller wore 
around his waist and in which he the 
money which he did not require on his travels 
for immediate use. The belt was found 
after the return of Maxwell’s trunks from 
Auckland in one of these receptacies and bore 
marks of having been cut from Preller's body. 
The cut, if the writer remembers aright 

seemed to have been made with such a pair o 

curved surgical scissors Maxwell is thought to 
have used in cutting Preller’s undercilothes 
from his body. Preller’s employers aud all wno 
knéw him give testimony to the effect that the 
deceased was known to have a large amount 
of money in his possession pre- 
vious to his departure for St. Louis, and 
there is other testimony which will 
show that Preller carried a large sum in the 
manner indicated by his possession ofthis 
chamois belt. In establishing Maxwell’s mo- 
tive for the murder, which will form 
a chief feature of the prosecution, 
no matter what the defense that is offered may 
be, this belt would be, if it were not gone, a 
most important though mute witness. It was 
first discovered to be missing when the articles 
stored in the private room on the third floor 
of the Four Courts building were being over- 

hauled, at the time the taking of depositions 
was first mentioned. All efforts to recover it 
have so far failed. Its loss is due 
in a great measure to the carelessness with 
which the effects of Maxwell and Preller were 
handled after the murderer’s re- 
turn to St. Louis. The trunks 
and their contents were first kept 
at police headquarters, then the Chief of De- 
tectives had charge of them, and finally they 
were turned over to the Circuit Attorney, who 
has had _ their safekeepin since. The 
loss is fully appreciated by the prosecutors, 
and that is why the search for the missing 
money belt has been conducted so quietly and 
— has been withheld from the general 
public. ‘

THE SENATE INVESTIGATING CHARGES 
MADE BY PENSION COMMISSIONER BLACK. 


Minister Child Confirmed by the Senate— 


Treasury Thief Captured— Riddleberger’s 
Fierce Speech—Congressional Proceedings, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 10.—The Senate 
Committee on Expenditures of Public Money 
began the investigation of the charge brought 
by Commissioner Black, in his report 
that the office under his predecessors 
was avowedly a political machine, 


and not in the manner in which the 
Pension-office has been conducted and admin- 
istered by the present Commissioner. Gen. 
Black was present and requested that he be 
permitted to give the committee the names of 
witnesses whom he desired to have examined 
before he made his statement. Senator 
Kenna embodied the request in a motion. 

Senator Harrison argued that inasmuch as 
Gen. Black had made the statement in his 
annuual report upon which the investigation 
was based, the usual and customary course of 
procedure would lead first tothe examination 
of tne Commissioner himself.

Harrison, described the organization of the 
Pension-oftice and especially the functions of 
the Board of Review and the usual course ofa 
claim through the offiee from the hands of 
the examiners to the Board of Review and 
thence to the Commissioner. 

Mr. Harrison: Now, Mr. Commissioner, if 
you have any instance in which an application 
was granted or rejected by the Board of Re- 
view or the Commissioner on account of the 
politics of the applicant, of the person apply- 
ing, will you please give the names and the 
numbers of these cases?

The sudden stoppage of transportation 
over the Gould lines threatens to put 
business under a pressure it has never felt 
before, and to keep it there so long as 
responsibility for the continued obstruc- 
tion and suffering can be fixed with any 
plausibility upon the strikers. Though 
the blockade extend not beyond three or 
four States, its effects will be felt every- 
where throughout the Union, and though 
it seems to be only a question of how long 
Mr. GouLp and his striking employes can 
hold out against each other, the strain of 
the contest will be upon millions who are 
not responsible for the conduct of the 
contestants on either side. If it lasts 
long it will be an impressive lesson in re- 
gard to the mutual connection and de- 
pendence of all the units of the social 
fabric. 

It seems to be the policy of the Gould 
management to assume a passive attitude 
until the business interests, in self-de- 
fense, interfere to stop the strike by work- 
ing up a publio sentiment which will com- 
pel the strikers to moderate some of their 
demands or to recede from all the posi- 
tions they have taken. By wholesale sus- 
pensions of employes not connected with 
the strike, and by other acquiescent acts, 
the railfoad management has shown a dis- 
position to withdraw, without a struggle 
and with alacrity, from business as far 
and for as long a time as the strike 
may furnish & decent excuse. In 
States where the Constitution and 
laws are no restraints upon Mr. GOULD 
he can easily recoup any losses he may in- 
our through a suspenson ot railroad trans- 
portation. Though it were protracted long 
enough to inflict immense losses and suf- 
ferings upon millions of people, Mr.GouULD 
will not suffer for food, as his striking em- 
ployes are liable to. It is even possible 
that the suspension may be helpful to his 
plans in regard to further receiverships 
and ‘‘freezing-out’’ operations. And 80 
the blow the strikers have aimed at 
him may miss the target, hurt mill- 
ions of innocent people and greatly 
weaken their own power of self-pro- 
tection, unless they firmly grasp and 
hold the support of public opinion by 
keeping always within the law and within 
the bounds of good faith and fair play. 
They are fighting a mighty influence, 
which has enlisted in its service the 
greatest lawyers andthe most cunning 
manipulators of business organizations 
and public opinion and official power in 
this country. Plain workingmen cannot 
cope with such antagonists, unless armed 
as he who hath his quarrel just.“ 

But as the contest must be ended sooner 
or later, the sooner it is referred to arbi- 
tration the better for all concerned. Be- 
fore the business men become too impa- 
tient of the delay and before the public is 
divided into heated partisans on opposite 
sides, is the time to consider and arrange 
a plan of arbitration to which neither side. 
can have valid objection and which both 
will be compelled to abide by.

In answer to several questions which 
have been received at this office asking 
for further details and particulars, we beg 
to elucidate as follows: 

The present century began with the ist 
of January, 1801. A list of the ten best 
books, without any further qualification, 
does not mean the ten best books in flo- 
tion nor the ten best books in English. 
It means the ten best books out of the 
whole universal list of books published in 
the world since the beginning of this cent- 
ury. 

The word book includes two meanings, 
either of which must beadmitted. A book 
is either a work published in one volume 
or several volumes of the same work. 
CARLYLE’S ‘‘History of the French Revo- 
lution,” in three volumes, is a book. 
CARLYLE’S works in one volume is not a 
book. 

A translation published in this century 
of a work which appeared in the last cent- 
ury would not properly be admitted. But 
While the firstpart of GOETHE’s ‘‘Faust” is 
excluded as a production of the last cent- 
ury, the second part of Faust“ isa book 
entitled to be considered on its merits. 

The words published in this century”’ 
mean published for the first time in this 
century. All these and other points will 
be referred tothe committee, whose de- 
cisions are to be absolute and final.

Andrew Jackson’s Way. 
To the Senate of the United States: 

I have attentively considered the resolution 
of the Senate of the lith inst., requesting the 
President of the United States to communicate 
to the Senate a copy of the paper which has 
been published, and which purports to have 
been read by him tothe members of the Ex- 
ecutive Department, dated jhe l8th day of 
September last, relating to the removal of the 
deposits of the public money from the Bank 
of the United States and its offices. The Ex- 
ecutive is a co-ordinate and independent 
branch of the Government, equally with the 
Senate, and I have yet to learn under what 
special authority that branch of the Legisla- 
ture has the right to require of me an aceount 
of any communication, either verbal or 
in writing, made to the heads of the 
Departments, acting as a Cabinet coun- 
cil. As well mightIbe required to detail to 
the Senate the free and private conversations I 
held with those officers on any subject relating 
to their duties and my own. Feeling my re- 
sponsibility to the American people, I am will- 
ing upon all occasions to explain to them the 
grounds of my conduct; and I am willing upon 
all proper occasions to give to either branch 
of the Legislature any information in my pos- 
session that can be usefulin the execution of 
the proper duties confided to them. Knowing 
the Constitutional rights of the Senate, I shall 
be the last man, under any circumstances, to 
interfere with them. Knowing those of the 
Executive, Ishall at all times epdeavor to 
maintain them, agreeably to the provisions of 
the Constitution and my solemn oath to sup- 
port and defend it. Iam constrained, there- 
fore, by aproper sense of my own self-re- 
spect and by the rights secured by the Con- 
stitution to the Executive branch of the Gov- 
ernment to decline a compliance with your 
request.

BAYARD BUSY. 


THE SECRETARY OF STATE IN A CHEERFUL 
FRAME OF MIND. 


Bayard and Garland den. Terry Anxious 
to Secure the Republican Presidential 
Nomination — The Vacant Major-General- 
ship—Politicians in society—A Republican 
Presidential Nomination. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Disratou. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., March 10.—Mr. Bayard 
has improved in health during the last week. 
He was in a very bad way directly after the 
death of his wife and daughter. He was 
moody and déspondent. He devoted alto- 
gether too much time to his work. He spent 
the greater part of his days and nights going 
over matters in his department. Now he is in 
a more cheerful frame of mind and appears to 
enjoy seeing hfs friends. He has not been at 
all active in advising the President during the 
last month. He has taken no particular part 
in the controversy between the President and 
the Senate. Neither has he expressed any 
opinion upon the Garland matter. He had 
something of a prejudice against Gar- 
land when the two were in the 
Senate. The fact that he had 
this prejudice may have kept him silent since 
Garland has become the subject of so, much 
criticism. Mr. Bayurd has been credited with 
certain chapters in the recent message of the 
President tothe Senate upon the subject of 
private papers. He had nothing to do with 
the message. Itissaidthat Mr. Garland was 
the only member of the Cabinet who was ac- 
tively concerned in the preparation of the 
message. The expression, ‘‘innocuous desue- 
tude’’ was credited first to Bayard, and then 
toLamar. A friend of the President says that 
it is Mr. Cleveland’s own phrase, and that 
no one is entitled to the credit of it except 
himself. This phrase has become the slang 
term of the day, and ranks next to some of 
the expressions in the famous Winter-Smith 
letter. 

GEN. TERRY’S POLITICAL AMBITION.

France offered to 
recognize the Confederacy upon one condition, 
and That was that they woul ve up slavery. 
England offered to recognize the Oonfederacy 
if they would let her have cotton at 124 cents a 

und. Both of these propositions were re- 
fected. When Mr. Yancey returned from 
ngland be made an address to the Confeder- 
Congress and in that address he showed 
t how the Confederacy could not have succeeded. 
He said that the foreign powers of Euro 
did not care to make treaties with an alleged 
nation which did not acknowledge the su- 
remacy of the central authority. The abso- 
ute independence of the States to the Oentral 
Government stood always in the way of their 
securing any recognition. This gentlemaa 
said that if the Confederacy had succeeded in 
separating itself from the Union,it would have 
failed —— some and would have been aor 
ging its way back into the Union within the 
next five years. With its weak central author- 
ity it would not have been able to protect its 
borders, and with the jealousy of the States of 
each other anarchy would have soon resulted. 
He said that there was no man in the South to- 
day who would ever care to renew the experi- 
ment of separation.

OFFICIAL REPLY OF THE KNIGHTS OF 
LABOR. 


How They Respond to Vice-President Hoxie’s 
Statement—The Labor Side of the Case. 


The following is the reply of the Knights of 
Labor to Mr. H. M. Hoxie’s statement of the 
causes of the strike, which was published yes- 
terday. . 


HEADQUARTERS OF LOCAL GRIEVANCE Com- 
MITTEE, KNIGHTS OF LABOR,

Sr. Louis, Mo., March 9. 

In order to disabuse the minds of the — 
with reference tothe letters of H. M. Hoxie, 
First Vice-PresMent of the Gould Southwest 
* about the existing trouble between 
the company and their employes at the pres - 
ent time, we desire to make a truthful state - 
ment of the trouble that existed on the Texas 
& Pacific Railroad and causes that led to 
cessation of work on the entire system, and, 
also, to show that we are not governed by the 
actions ofany one manorsetof men in this 
matter. 

To commence here, some short time ago, 
the exact date we are not aware of at the Fat 
ent time, but which we can furnish, the Texas 
& Pacific Company employed some seventy 
men or more to work in the Marshall shops for 
the Texas & Pacific Company. Said men were 
employed on conditions, said conditions be- 
ing that when the company were through with 
their services they were to be discharged, 
which time was thirty, sixty and ninety — 
At the end ot that time, instead of dispens ng 
with those men’s services, they commence 
an indiscriminate culling out of the old em- 
ployes, ahd when they asked for any redress 
they had none to get: Aud, in our judgment 
those men were singled outand disc arged 
because of their prominence in the strike of 
last March, also of the fact of their taking a 

rominent part in the organization of the 

tnights of Labor. 

Another grievance which the Texas & Pacific 
refused to hear and adjust is that of a man 
named Bissett, a conductor on said road, who 
was dismissed from the company’s service 
without a easy and suflicient cause, the evi- 
dence in which case will show the truth of our 
statements. The er! reason the company 
had or canhave in discharging this man Bis- 
sett is simply because he is an organizer for 
the Knights of Labor and an earnest and de- 
termined worker in filling said position for 
our order. 

The Knights of Labor at Marshall, Tex., sub- 
mitted to the above grievance without a threat 
or murmur on their part. ' 

The next grievance that arose, and right 
under the eyes of the whole order of the sys- 
tem, is that of C. A. Hall of Marshall. 

D. A. 101 of the Knights of Labor held a 
special meeting in Marshall, Tex., on the 15th 
of February, continuing on the 16th and 17th. 

No thought of a strike was discussed or even 
reamt of at that meeting. C. A. Hall was 
elected a delegate by the local assembly of 
which he is a member, to represent them at 
said meeting of D. A. 101. OC. A. Hall, by the 
kind permission of his superior officer (Mr. 
Crosbie), was present at said meeting, not- 
withstanding the present denial of Mr. Cros- 
bie that Mr. Hall even asked permission to be 
absent from his work. 

Affidavits from Knights who were present 
when Mr. Hall asked leave of absence, which 
was granted by Mr. Crosbie, are in possession 
of the Executive Board of D. A. 101. The 

robable length of time the meeting would 

ast was askea by Mr. Crosbie of Mr. Hall. He 
replied that one, two or three days he thought 
would be thelength of the time he would be 
absent. He (Hall) also added by saying: 1 
will make it my business to be at the shops for 
an hour each morning to see that my men are 
at work and to arrange other matters relating 
thereto, and will also do the same thing in the 
afternoon.’’ 

Mr. Hall did as he promised, and at the end 
ofthe D. A. meeting Mr. Hall returned to his 
duty at the shop, and on permission being 
obtained from Mr. Crosbie the delegates to 
said meeting were allowed to go through the 
shops of the company. 

After leaving Mr. Crosbie’s department he 
had occasion to go to his desk, whereupon he 
found a letter, the contents of which in- 
formed him of his discharge. He immedi- 
ately proceeded to the office of Mr. Orosbie 
and asked of him the cause that ied to his 
discharge. Mr. Crosbie’sreply to the above 

uestion was because he was absent from his 

uties. Mr. Crosbie denied in toto the fact 
of leave of absenee being granted, and fur- 
ther asserted that he intended to plaee a man 
in Hall’s position that the men would be 
afraid of; and, furthermore, that he intended 
to make a general cleau- out. 

Mr. Hall's case was placed in the hands of 
the Locai Grievance Committee, who waited 
on Mr. Crosbie to ascertain why Mr. Hall was 
discharged. 

Mr. Crosbie, in reply, stated that Mr. Hall 
was discharged for being incompetent, and 
further denied that Mr. Hall had ever asked 
his permission to be absent. The question of 
Mr. Hall's competency the Committee were 
willing to refer to the company’s books and 
abide by the conclusions reached through 
said channel. The Committee also added that 
2 would produce parties who heard Mr. 
Hall ask permission from him (Mr. Orosbie) 
to be absent from the shops to attend said 
meeting. 

Mr. Crosbie emphatically refused to rein 
state Mr. Hall unless by orders of higher au- 
thority, maintaining at the same time he dis- 
charged Hall on his own responsibility. The 
Committee then retired without any satisiac- 
tion, and thereupon referred the matter to the 
District Executive Board for them to try and 
arbitrate the matter. 

After repeated overtures to receivers of the 
road for a hearing on the matter, which at 
each request was denied them, the Executive 
Board took steps to interest the citizens of 
Marshall to assist them in arbitrating the said 
difficulty, which can be seen in recent issues 
of the press; and how the receivers ignored 
each request of a hearing by the Citizen's 
Committee, arbitration being denied by the 
Receiver, which, had it been granted, would 
have averted this trouble. he next ste 
taken <j the Executive Board was to submit 
the full matter to the different locals on 
the system for their action, which action 
was that Mr. Hall should be reinstated forth- 
with, an unanimous vote in each local decid- 
ing the same. Therefore it is plain to be seen 
the action taken in this strike was voluntary 
and determined on the part of each and every 
man working on the system belonging to the 
Knights of bor. Further, it seems to us 
that when Mr. Hall served in the employ of 
the Texas & Pacific Company for almost two 

ears, that he was taken undue advantage of 
by being discharged at that particular time, 
and we consider it a direct blow at the order. 
Points of Mr. Hoxie’s letter will be answered 
at another time.

The owners of 
property within the bounds of the district 
have expressed their willingness to meet the 
big demand to be made upon them as special 
tax for the improvement.

sewer district is to be an immense 
affair. The sewer, with its wide r 
branches, is to be a continuation of the Mi 
Oreek main, extending from Grand avenue on 
the east to Taylor avenue on the west. It 
branches off at Grand avenue, runs south- 
westwardly to Lindell avenue, north - 
westwardly through Vandeventer place, 
and then on toward the. Natural ridge 
road and to Cote Brilliante. The description 
of its routes conveys but a slight idea of the 
magnitude of the * the labor it 
willbe necessary to employ to construct it 
and the expense involved inthe work. The 
exact time required to complete the work 
cannot be calculated to a nicety, but 
the Sewer Commissioner estimates it by 
years. The cost of the labor, material 
ete., will foot up in the neighborhood of $250, - 
The entire work, if the bill is successful, 
will not cost the city a single cent, but will be 
borne by the property owners altogether.

Beginning To-Day of the Penitential Season 
of Lent. 

Beginning with this morning the Roman 
Catholic and Episcopal Christians of the world 
entered into the penitential period of Lent. 
The first day of this season is called Ash 
Wednesday because of the custom of putting 
ashes on the heads of penitents. The church 
fathers called this first day the ‘‘head ofthe 
feast,’’ but in time it came to have the 
more expressive name it now bears.

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‘ CHICAGO’S NEW ELECTION LAW. 


Female Suffragists Make Unsuccessful At- 
tempts to Register. 

CuicaGo, March 10.—An interesting feature 
of the registration under the new city election 
law yesterday was the attempt of several 
members of the Englewood Women’s Suffrage 
Association and the Woman’s Rights Club to 
have their names entered upon the books in 
order that they might vote on election day. 
The first attempt was made by Miss Dr. Ade- 


line A. Rowe, in company with Miss Bassett, 
76 years old, who had voted in Minneapolis 
and Massachusetts in school elections, and 
Mrs. Pelton. 1 they walked to the 
polling place of the Sixteenth Precinct, and 
stated their desires. The judges informed 
them that, under the new law, women were 
disqualified. Miss Rowe contended that, under 
the Constitution of the United States, they 
were citizens. Shethen quoted article 4, sec- 
tion 2, of the Constitution and article 4, sec- 
tion 1, ot amendments, tosustain her claim. 
The Election Commissioners were telephoned 
to, and they instructed the Jndges to obey the 
law. Unsuccessful in their attempt, the lad 
suffragists returned to their homes. At the Fif- 
teenth Precinct, a party of comely matrons 
and maidens, led by Dr. Alice Stockham, Pres- 
ident of the Woman’s Rights Club, demanded 
that their names should be 2 upon the roll. 
They met with the same refusal, and retired 
without argument. 

DR. ROWE 
was seen soon after the refusal to allow her to 
place herself on record. She said she did not 
claim the right under the State or new election 
law to register or vote, but under the Consti- 
tution of the United States. She did not ex- 
pect to be successful. They had nothing to 
complain of, for really all that was intended 
was to make atest case and carry the matter 
to the Supreme Court. 

»The State law is wrong,’’ she continued, 
‘fand must be changed.’ Mrs. Stockham 
said thata meeting would probably be called 
in a short time to decide upon a further course 
of action and adopt some plan of y= upa 
test case. ‘‘We have draggled our skirts in 
the dirty mire of politics,’* said the energetic 
president ‘of the woman’s righters, ‘‘and I 
cannot see that we are any the worse for it.’’ 
She did not claim that the Government would 
be any better by reason of women voting,

COURT AT WORCESTER, MASS. 


Conclusion of the Unitarian Clergymen’s 
Damage Suit Against Judge Putnam — 
Dramatic and Sensational Incidents in 
Court — Bremner’s Persecution of Mrs. 
Putnam-—A Verdict for the Defendant. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPraTcH. 

WORCESTER, Mass., March 10.—The $10,000 
Udel suit brought by Rev. G. Bremner, a Uni- 
tarian clergyman, against Judge Arthur A. 
Putnam, which Has been on trial all the past 
week in the Superior Court in this city, is full 
of dramatic and sensational incidents. There 
is a Beecher-Tilton flavor about it that is 
greatly relished by the public, andthe court- 
room has been daily crowded. Like the fa- 
mous suit, this was founded on the alleged 
-improper intimacy with oneof his leading 
parishioner, and the features of the case are 
the wife’s alleged confession, her daily pres- 
ence in court and testimony on the witness- 
stand and the appearance and testimony of a 
mutual friend, who turns out to bea violent 
partisan. The scene of this domestic drama 
is the little town of Bridge, where the famous 
‘*Bob’’ Wilson, the recipient of the myste- 
rious bounty of P. L. Moen, the millionaire 
wire manufacturer, lived whenin the height 
of his prosperity. The veritable ‘‘Doc’’ him- 
self has been a constant attendant at the trial, 
evidently highly enjoying the novelty of a 
Bridge scandal in which he is nota principal. 
Judge Arthur A. Putnam, the defendant, is 
Justice of the Second District Court of 
Southern Worcester. He is 56 years 
old and is widely known and respected 
through the State as a man of un- 
common ability and strict integrity.

The next year, when Bremner went 
on his vacation, he begged Mrs. Put- 
nam to write, and she did write 
him an affectionate letter in re- 
sponse to one written by bim. She 
shortly after left home to make a brief stay at 
a summer hotel in Gloucester. She notified 
Bremner that she was there, and he tele- 
graphs that he was coming to see her, When 

e arrived she met him on the steps and would 
not allow bim to go into the house. He

which frightened her and brought her to a 
Ex Sgpees of ber position. He offered 
her $1,000, which he wanted her to take and 
go to Paris, where he would meet her. She 
refused and said she would tell her husband. 
At this Bremner became violent 
and said if shedid he would show letters she 
had written him which would blast her char- 
acter forever and separate her from her hus- 
band and children. From this time he — 2 
kissed her, and did not exhibit his love for 
her in any rational manner, but continued his 
visits, continually threatening and perse- 
cuting her. She lived interrorof him for 
more than a year. His passion seemed to 
make him mad. On one occasion he entered 
the house when she was alone, clutched her 
by the throat, threw her down upon a sofaand 
went away without wayne aword. He fre- 
8 threatened to kill her and her husband. 

he affair culminated in December. 1883. 
Judge Putnam went to New York to attend the 
annual banquet of the New England Society. 
While he was away, Bremner came to the 
house one morning and told Mrs. Putnam he 
had come to finish her. She fell upon her 
knees and begged him to spare her. He finally 
consented and went away with the threat that 
he would come again in the night. The next 
day she spent most of the time away from 
home with her littie girl, and when she came 
home she hid in the cellar, and when Bremner 
called, told her little girl to tell him that 
she was notat home. hen Judge Putnam 
arrived at home that night, laden with Christ- 
mas gifts for his family, he found his wife ill 
from nervous excitement. She said nothing 
about the troubles, but tbe next dayspent most 
of her time at her husband’s office, which was 
contrary to her usual habit. That evening 
while the husband and wife were seated in the 
sitting room, the children having gone to bed, 

A STRANGE NOISE 
was heard overhead. The woman sprang 
shrieking: ‘*It’s Bremner. He's 
come to kill me and 
The noise was repeated, 
Judge Putnam, seizing a thick stick, started 
up-stairs, his wife clinging frantically to him. 
Judge Putnam soon found that the noises were 
caused by snow sliding from gee to point 
on theroof. Husband and wife returned to 
the sitting-room and a painful interview 
lasting ar into the night followed. 
The details of this interview were offered by 
the defendant, but being a conversation be- 
tween husband and wife, in the absence of the 
plaintiff, were ruled out. Between 3 and 4 
0’ clock in the morning, Mrs. Putnam, who had 
continued hysterical, jumped up, put on her 
wrap and started for the door. Her husband 
restrained her by force, and succeeded 
in calming her, as he thought. 
He then left the room for a short time, and 
while he was absent Mrs. Putnam escaped 
through an open window into the darkness. 
She walked and ran, thinly clad, through the 
snow to Whitingaville, some two miles dis- 
tant, where she hid behind the baggage truck 
onthe platform until daylight, and took an 
early train for Springfield. On har cross-ex- 
amination she saidshe fled because she be- 
lieved Bremner would kill her. She thought 
he was after er, and it was not 
until she had arrived in Springfield 
and found shelter with a colored woman, 
who was formerly a servant in her family, 
that the terror left her. She then wrote to her 
husband, who sent for her and took her back.

LIVED AMICABLY TOGETHER, 

the husband having avparently fully condoned 
his wife's fault. Judge Putuam, upon discov- 
ering his wife’s flight, sought her along the 
roads until daylight, and then confided his 
troubles to his sician, who soon 
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the victim of hysterical mania and her hus- 
band is possessed ofan insane and unrea- 
soning jealousy. That is the ground Bremner 
took. In his testimony he denied that he ever 
made any improper advances or threats to 
Mrs. Putnam, and swore that he was totally 
unable to account for her statements. 
Mrs. Putnam, inher testimony, swore posi- 
tively that no criminal intimacy ever existed 
between herand the minister. She did not 
appear like a hysterical person on the stand. 
She was calm and self-possessed and told her 
story in a few well chosen wordsandina 
quiet, well-bred way that carried conviction in 
her truthfulness. 
SHE WORE A HOPELESS EXPRESSION 

on her still attractive face and seemed likea 
woman from whom the pleasures of life had 
fiown. Her husband, who conducts his case 
in person, is a 8 built man with 
thick iron-gray whiskers. o exhibited won- 
derful self-control and conducted his case 

ainst one of the shrewdest lawyers in Massa- 
chusette with shrewdness and ability. 
The plaintiff is a thick set, sandy 
complexioned man with a red face, a bullet- 
shaped head, thin, sandy hair, and bright 
restless eyes. One of the witnesses testifle 
that he had made a claim to mesmeric power. 
The sympathy of the spectators was evidenty 
with defendant and his wife, but public opin- 
ion is divided as to how far the intimacy be- 
tween the pastor and Mrs. Putnam extended.

A SENSATION IN COURT. 


Mrs. James Brown Potter as a Witness for 
a Servant Girl. 
By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

New Tonk, March 10.—The court-room at 
Jefferson Market presented an interesting ap- 
pearance yesterday evening. Many well- 
dressed persons were in court, waiting to 
catch a glimpse of Mrs. James Brown Potter, 
the well-known amateur actress, who has just 
returned from Washington, where she was the 
guest of Secretary Whitney, and who caused a 
sensation by reciting G. R.{Sims’ ‘* ’Ostler 
Joe““ at a reception at Mr. Whitney’s house. 
Mrs: Potter, it will be remembered, was in- 
strumental in saving the life of Julia Crowley, 
the domestic who was badly injared 
in October last, by being in the 
elevator in the Washington flats, 
where she was employed by Mrs. Urquehart,a 
sister of Mrs. Potter, who resides in the 
house. Mrs. Potter was to appear as a witness 
against Daniel McConnell, who ran the eleva- 


tor, and to whose carelessness it is charged 
the accident is due. Among those present 
were Elbridge T. Coney: Dr. Cyrus Edson, Dr. 
Elliot, ex-Justice B. Morgan, Supt. Jen- 
kins of the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children and Otto Horwitz.
